And What Have You

Ar, with any tax increase, there seems 
to be a great deal of confusion, mis­ 
understanding 
and 
some 
bitterness 
arising out of the School District's re­ 
evaluation proqram. Since rural land­ 
owners are the ones to take the brunt 
of the increase in this program they are 
naturally the ones that are having the 
most problems with it. 
This is quite understandable since 
they are being asked to pay from two 
to four times as much in taxes as they 
have in the past It is indeed unfortunate 
that anyone 
should have their taxes 
increased by this much at one time but 
it comes about because 
traditionally 
landowners have never paid their fair 
share of taxes and the day of reckoning 
has arrived. 
It is also unfortunate that the 
re­ 
evaluation program should fall on one 
of the poorer crop years, 
but this is 
unavoidable. 
The biggest fuss that you hear is 
that the farming situation is such that 
the land 
will not pay this amount of 
taxes 
It seems to us that the biggest 
misunderstanding 
is the whole 
con­ 
ception of ad valorem taxes. 
Property taxes have 
never been 
based on 
the ability to pay but rather 
are a tax on the right to own property. 
If this were just a tax on the ability to pay 
then there would be no tax on a person's 
home since this property has no w ay of 
paynq its own tax bill. 
Under our system of ad valorem 
taxes you loose the right to own property 
if you cannot afford to pay the taxes. 
We are not sure that this is the way 
that it should be, but must face the fact 
that this is the way it will be until the 
public provides some other source of 
revenue for our counties, schools and 
cities 
such as a sales tax or an in­ 
come tax. 
City property owners and the oil 
industry for years have been paying the 
lion's share of the costs for schools and 
other agencies. This is gradually being 
changed across the state with the Hamlin 
district being only one of the many dis­ 
tricts to bring up their rural land to the 
point 
where it conforms with other 
property in the districts. 
In fairness, maybe the school dis­ 
trict should have started this a number 
of years ago 
and brought 
up the 
values year by year until they were 
equal but we doubt that this would 
have been acceptable either. 
While the tax load keeps getting 
heavier we can still be thankful that 
it is lighter here than in many places 
where they not only have county, school 
and city taxes 
but also have water 
districts, hospital districts 
and junior 
college districts to support. 
For the benefit of those who are 
wondering how their values were set, 
the district hired a firm to appraise all of 
the land in the district at its true value 
and 
then 35 percent of this w as taken 
for its tax value. The new tax rate has 
tentatively 
been 
stet 
at 
$1 82 
per 
hundred 
This means that a piece of 
property that is valued at 
$10,000 
would have a tax value of $3,500 and 
would carry a tax of $63.70. 
We would very much like to endorse 
a thought that Supt. 
Cook 
expressed 
last week when he urged all taxpayers 
to 
remember that the board of equa­ 
lization members are just local citizens 
who have accepted a very disagreeable 
task because someone in the district 
had to, and therefore should be treated 
with 
ihe 
respect 
due 
ones 
fellow 
citizen 
They should not be abused 
just because one feels that his taxes 
are too high. 
All that these men can do is try to 
eliminate injustices and try their best to 
see that all are treated equally. They 
cannot lower one 
persons taxes just 
because the taxpayer thinks it is too 
high, as long as it is in line with every­ 
one elses in the district. 
We are sure that 
many think that 
the school should find some way to 
operate on less money but we are also 
sure that the school board would like 
to find a 
way to do this too, for they 
too must pay these same high taxes. 
But it seems obvious that the costs of 
operating our schools will continue to 
increase rather than get lower.

The weather expert went on 
to say the jet streams ex­ 
plain this summer’s weather, 
but when asked about how to 
explain the jet streams, he 
said, "We don't know the full 
answers. They’re never nor­ 
mal.” 
I have thought this over and 
I believe what he’s saying is 
that he doesn't understand the 
weather either 
and that it 
too is never normal. 
I get 
very little satisfaction out of 
knowing that when I need a 
rain and it stays dry, 
the 
fault lies with a jet stream. 
This is like always putting the 
answer one step out ot reach. 
So far weather experts are 
like 
economics 
experts, 
they’re a lot better at telling 
you 
what 
happened yester­ 
day 
than u hat’s going to 
happen tomorrow. You don t 
find many economics experts 
getting rich 
in 
the stock 
market or many experts go - 
ting rich in farming.
